Rue succeeded in getting Into the skiff 
that was towing astern.

of what happened after the three men 
got Into the skiff are somewhat ciecullar 
and conflicting.

her homo wns a rendezvous for the most 
brilliant leaders In society. 6ho was an 
active worker In tho Ebell Club, and did 
much to make that organization a success 
from both the literary and social stand- 
point. 


Sliu was an accomplished musician and 


possessed a rich, sweet volte It was due 
to hor efforts that Oakland society awoko 
from Its lethargy In regard to musical 
rnr.ttors Sho was a pioneer In thu organi- 
zation of musical clubs, and was for a 
long timo thp president of the Friday 
Morning Club, which was composed of 
many of tho most prominent Indies In this 
city, The success of tho club was largely 
due to the eneigy and resourcefulness o£ 
Mis Stiatlon 


She was Interested In many of the char- 


itable Institutions, as her generosity was 
unbounded, and she keenly sympathized 
with tho poor and unfortunate. As sec- 
retary ot the Board of Director!! of tho 
Old Ladies' and Children's Homo at Tem- 
cscal, she gave maioria-l assistance to that 
institution. A year a_ijo, when tho finan- 
cial affairs of tho hom'o appeared to bo dis- 
couraging, It was Mrs. Stratton who 
came to tho rescue and who made ways 
to Increase tho revenue of the Institu- 
tion. 


She was deeply Interested In the frco

ing itself to the task of relieving the 
people of this city from- an Infliction to 
which science has discovered nearly ev- 
ery large city is more or less subject, 
and that is the consumption o£ milk 
from impoverisheid; and diseased cows. 


It hopes to accomplish this reform by 


educating the people as to the necessity 
of an ordinance, authorizing the city 
officers to examine cows supposed to be 
diseased, and, when the cases, have 
been diagnosed and the animals are 
found to be unhealthy, to have them, 
killed and the carcasses., destroyed. 


As tho result of recent explorations 


of science It has become a generally ac- 
cepted 
fact that pure milk cannot 


come from a cow tainted with disease. 


As a consequence, Impure milk can- 


not have but a deleterious effect on 
those who partake of It, more especial- 
ly those of tender years, who are more 
readily 
liable to comamlnatiorf and 


permanent Injury. 


There is only one way, however, to 


prevent this contamination and tbat to 
by removing the fountain 
head,7 


namely the cows from which the! Im- 
pure supply Is drawn. 


Berkeley has led In this respect by 


thu passage of an ordinance which au- 
thoriees'the veterinary surgeon to dis- 
pose of diseased cows by slaughtering: 
them after he has been satisfied of thedr 
unhealthy condition. 
For sometime past, this ordinance has 
been in effect, and under it, a number 
of 
cows have been killed. In every 
cose, tho autopsy disclosed the fact that 
tlxe oowa ware badly effected with dis- 
eg.se. 


A demonstration of thiis kind took 
place yesterday at the bone yard in 
Berkeley, at which there was present a 
number of tho oinclals and profession- 
al gentleme-n of this city.

ORDINANCE No.—An Ordinance, decliir- 
Ing and determining the general specifica- 
tions lor improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oakland. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city 


of Oakland us follows: 


SECTION L 


SPECIFICATIONS -FOR IMPROVING 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS. 
The general specifications for paving 


and improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland, which shall Include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts and 
paving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of said business 
streets of the city of Oakland, shall be and 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
and declared to be ns set forth herein, and 
the same shall be tho specifications for 
and all work of Improving or paving said 
business streets of the city of Oakland and 
all work shall be done under and In ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unless 
otherwise ordered nnd officially deter- 
mined by City Council. 


SECTION II. 


Pavements on business streets shall In 


all cases consist of a concrete foundation 
at least six (0) Inches thick covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed as 
hereinafter specified. 


SECTION III. 


GRADING. 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


the concrete foundation, shall bo brought, 
to a sub-grado equaling In depth below the 
finished pavement the thickness of the 
foundation and pavement, and shall bo fin- 
ished so as to be parallel with and in 
every way made to conform to tho sur- 
face of tho finished pavement, and this ID 
to be done as follows: 


Tho excavation shall first be made three 


(S) Inches above the sub-grado, then a 
roller weighing not less than two hundred 
and fifty pounds (250 Ibs) per linear inch 
shall pass over the same till the material 
is compressed to a depth of six Inches (G"), 
that being tho test, after which the rolled 
surface shall be dressed down to or filled 
up with material of tho roadbed to the 
surface of the sub-grade, and again rolled 
until It shall be true, compact and smooth 
to the proper Hub-grade. 


All places that cannot be reached by the 


roller must bci tamped and made as solid 
as If rolle;]. 


Any materials Impracticable to consoli- 


date as above specified shall bo removed 
to a depth of six Inches (C") below sub- 
grade and sand or gravel substituted 
therefor to a depth of nine inches (Q"7, 
thoroughly rolled and finished In every 
way as above specified for tho roadbed. 


Tho finished sub-grade shall conform to 


the cross section on file with the City 
Clerk.

BECTION TV. 


CURBING. 


Curbs on business streets shall be of 


hard, gray granite, uniform in color and 
texture, free 
from cracks or surface 


seams, to bo not less than five foot (5 ft.) 
long, sixteen Inches 
p(J-C") deep, six inches 


(6") 
wide on tho top. The bod of the curb 


must average not less than seven Inches 


Tho top surface and face or street side 


to a depth of eight inches (S") from the 
top, dressed (equal to a six (C) cut patent 
hammer) and below this for sovon Inches 
(7") 
or thirteen Inches (13") from the top, 


dressed so that similarly dressed stone 
lalrl against It will not have a Joint ex- 
ceeding one-half of an inch (Mi"). 


On tho inside or side walk a chisel draft 


cut one inch (1") wide from tho top edge. 
The dressing on top, face and tho chisel 
draft shall bo true to line and surface, and 
at right angles.. 


Tho ends of the stono to be dressed so 


that when laid stone to stono tho Joints 
shall not exceed one-quarter of an inch 
04") nnd shall hnvo mortar Joints pointed 
on the street Hide and on the top, 


Circular curbs will conform in all re- 


spects to tho specifications for straight 
curbs, except that it will be cut to tho re- 
quired radius, the ends cut on radial lines 
and In lengths and other details shown on 
plans on file with the City Clerk. 


The stone shall be imbedded in at least 


six Inches (0") o£ sand and bo placed true 
to line and grade and backed with sand or 
sand loam, and tamped solid. 


SECTION V. 
GUTTERS. 


Tho stone for gutters on business streets 


to be basalt or hard, gray granite blocks, 
uniform in texture, freo from cracks or 
surface seams. 


Tho blocks to be not less than eight 


inches (S") nor more than twelve Inches 
(12") 
long, not less than four inches (4") 


nor moro than five inches (6") wide, 
not less than .six Inches (0") nor more than 
seven inches '(7") deep. 


All blocks shall bo sulficlently dressed to 


present smooth rcctatipcular faces with 
straight edges on top, bottom und sides, 
so us to bo laid with half Inch (>/i") 
lolnts. 


The blocks shall be placed upon a foun- 


dation of Portland cemunt concrete four 
inches ,(4") thick, which shall first bo cov- 
ered with a cushion of Portland cement 
one Inch (1") In thickness, mixed dry In 
proportion by measure of ono (1) part ce- 
ment to four (4) ports of clean, sharp sand, 
freo from olay, mica and foreign matter 
and not showing on shaking with water a 
subsidence of moro than five per cent (5%) 
by volume of loam, and laid stono to stone 
true to surface, In uniform courses and 
Joints broken at least three Inches (3"). 


Tho sub-grade shall in all cases be pre- 


pared for the concrete foundation by com- 
plying with Section 3 of this Ordinance. 


When lalil. tho gutters shall be swept 


clean of all dirt and rubbish, and the 
spaces between the blocks shall'bo ab- 
solutely free and clear from all dirt of any 
description. Portland cement grout in the 
proportion of one (1) part cement nnd two 
(2) parts clean, sharp sund shall then bo 
poured over the gutters, previously wet- 
ted, and broomed Into spaces between the 
blocks until all of said spaces are thor- 
oughly filled. 


After grouting, the gutters 
shall bo 


guarded and maintained against Injury or 
disturbance for at least six (0) days. 


Gutters shall be of tho plan shown on 


flle with the City Clerk for tho Improve- 
ment of tho street, and of the width spec- 
ified In the Resolution of Intention for 
salt! improvement. 


BECTION VI. 


, 
CULVERTS.. 


Street surface drainage culverts shall bo 


of cast Iron and concrete of the design and 
dimensions shown on the plan for the 
work on file with the City Clerk. 


Tho iron to be of gray Iron, of uniform 


color and structure, with medium grain, 
sharp, bright fracture, tough texture, and 
a low percentage of graphite. 
It shall bo clear and free from aand sco- 


ria, coal shots, blow holes, blister or other 
Injurious defects. 


Tests for toughness will be a blow from 


a four-pound (-1 Ib.) hammer which shall 
produce an Indentation on a rectangular 
edge of the casting without flaking the 
metal. 
It shall have a smooth surface and be 


coated Inside and out with a double coat- 
Ing of parartine paint. 


BECTION VII, 


CONCRETE FOUNDATIONS. 
: 


JIYDRAULIC PORTLAND CEMENT. 
The concrete foundation shall be in pro- 


'portlon of one (1) unbroken barrel of Hy- 
draulic cement, three (3) of sand ane 
eight (8) of broken stone. The sand and 
stone must be measured in barrels, simitar 
to those containing the .cement. :

The cement shall be of best quality of 


Hydraulic Portland, cement having'.a 
tensile-strength of at least three hundred 
and twenty-flvo, jpounds 
(32tf -Ibsi) -i ;

The stone shall be hard, clean, broken 


stone free from stone du«t and It must 
jass by its longest dimensions through a 
:wo inch (2") ring, as tho maximum size 
and in smaller size down to one quarter 
nob. <'A") as It comes from the stone 
crusher freed from stone dust. 


• ME-CINQ. 


The cement and dry sand In the propor- 


tion above specified shall be thoroughly 
mixed by being turned over with shovels 
at least twice, then evenly spread over the 
proper proportion of broken stone, the 
broken stone beins first wetted and the 
whole turned over with shovels twice. A 
fine spray of water shall then be turned on 
while the mass Is again being turned over 
with shovels until the whole mass Is thor- 
oughly dampened, the mass shall again 
bo turned over v/lth shovels and deposited 
on the prepared road bed of the street In 
a uniform layer, when thoroughly rammed 
It shall be six. Inches (6") In 
thick- 


ness and show free mortar on the surface, 
:he whole mass must be deposited on ita 
bed within one-half (Ii) hour after the 
water has been turned on tho cement and 
sand. 


The concrete yhon In place shall bo 


kept moist between the .hours of sunrise 
and sunset for five (B) days, and not in 
.ny way disturbed for two (2) days after, 
The concrete shall be thoroughly set 


und swept clean before being covered with 
asphalt, 
bituminous rock or wobSen 
blocks.

When prepared: for wooden blocks the 


cement shall bo given a perfectly smooth 
and even surface and exactly parallel to 
:ho finished pavement by striking tho sur- 
taco of the concrete, previously wetted, 
with a cement mortar mixed In ,the pro- 
portion of one (1) cement and four (4) of 
clean, coarse sharp sand which when com- 
pletely set shall be covered as tho blocks 
are being laid with a coat of boiling liquid 
asphalt not less than one-sixteenth of an 
inch(l-16") in thickness, the liquid asphalt 
shall be similar In quality to that used for 
asphalt pavements and specified In Sec- 
tion 9.

DELIVERY , OF CEMENT AND 
PRO- 


TECTION. 


The cement shall be delivered on the 


work In the maker's original barrels and 
must be protected from the weather by 
suitable covering, and not laid directly on 
tho bare ground.

The supply must be so. gauged that a 


sufficient quantity will be kept on hand to 
allow ample time for the test to. be made 
without delay to the work of construction. 
All condemned cement shall be by the 
Superintendent of Streets, or his repre» 
sentatlvo conspicuously marked condemn- 
ed and removed from the work.

On business streets the finished concreto 


foundation shall present a surface cross- 
sectioned to conform with the plan on file 
with tho City Clerk for the improvements 
of the street. 


The concrete shall have a. uniform 


depth of six inches, (ft") to within one foot 
(1 ft.) of the outer gutter line where It 
shall be nine Inches (9") thick and from tho 
outer gutter lines to the curb It shall be 
four Inches (4") thick, 


Facilities shall be given the City Engin- 


eer or his representative for weighing and 
measuring tho cement and sand, and .they 
shall also be allowed to take such samples 
of materials as they may think necessary. 


Any evidence of lack of compaction shall 


be regarded as sufficient reason for re- 
quiring removal and replacement of base 


foundation. If required, tho surface 


of the concrete shall be gono over by tho 
contractor after ramming aad any Ine- 
qualities or voids filled with mortar. 


If, at any time, for any violations of tho 


preceding specifications, 
any hydraulic 


concrete should, in '.the opinion of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, prove, In any por- 
tion or entirely inferior, It shall be re- 
moved by tho contractor within twenty- 
four (24) hours after being notified by the 
Superintendent of Streets at tho contrac- 
tor's expense, nnd if not removed the cost 
of removing shall be charged to the con- 
tractor, or contractors, anfi deducted from 
any money duo tho said contractor or 
contractors. 
- 


All concrete provided for In these spec- 


ifications shall be thoroughly mixed by 
hand on a prepared platform, or by Im- 
proved rotary machine mixer, and tamped 
to tho satisfaction of the Street Superin- 
tendent or his Inspector, 


ASPHALT CONCRETE. 


The asphalt shall bo in the proportion of 


one (1) 'part coarse sand or fine gravel, 
two (2) parts of flno, clean, sharp sand, 
and four (4) parts of clean, hard crushed 
stone of a size that will pass through a 
ono and a half Inch (1W) ring, and re- 
fined asphaltum in tho proportion of ten 
pounds (10 Ibs.) of asphaltum 
to each 


three and ono-half. cubic feet (3% cu. ft.) 
o£ the mixture of sand, rock and gravel. 


Tho sand, rook and 
gravel 
shall he 


thoroughly mlxud hi the given proportion 
by hand or by mixer and heated In a 
suitable apparatus, to three hundred de- 
grees (300) Fahr., and when the mixture 
has this temperature, there shall bo added 
to It, refined nsphaltum which shall be 
previously melted, and which shall be ap- 
plied to the aforementioned mixture cf 
sand, gravel and rock while at a tempera- 
ture of two hundred and fifty degrees (260) 
Fahr. 
Tho refined asphalt shall be at least 


ninety per cent pure (90%), and shall 
be applied to the mixture of sand, rock 
and gravel gradually; tho mass being 
turned constantly by hand or machine 
mixer during the application, so that each 
stone and particle of sand and gravel will 
become thoroughly coated With the as- 
phalt. Any of the materials In tho mix- 
ture shall not at any time be subjected to 
a temperature exceeding three hundrefll 
and fifty 
(3EO) degrees Fahr.

*Whon thoroughly mixed, the concrete, 


while still hot, at a temperature of at 
least two hundred degrees (200) Fahr., 
shall be laid in place In such a manner 
as to avoid disintegration of its mass, and 
shall then be thoroughly tamped. 
The 


concrete shall be of a thickness specified 
In the Resolution cf Intention for the said 
work, and the surface shall be "struck" 
smooth and even. >; 


SECTION VIII. 


BITUMINOUS ROCK PAVEMENTS. 
Upon the .. foundation . .of the 'concrete 


there shall be spread a layer of bitumin- 
ous rock which at/all bo two Inches (2") 
In thickness when finished and which shall 
be prepared and laid In the following1 man- 
ner.

The bituminous rock shall be of the best 


quality, and shall not contain less than 
twelve per cent (12%) and not more than 
seventeen per cent (17%) of bitumen. The 
bitumen must' be hard, firm', and elastic, 
and it shall not vaporize below a- temper- 
ature of two hundred' and fifty. (250) de- 
grees Fahr. 
It shall ^be ' free from all 


coarse sand, 'clay or •veg'etable matter, and 
of medium degree of hardness; .tempered 
to proper degrue of hardness with -from 
eight (8) to fifteen '(15) per cent of ..; pow- 
dered. limestone. and of such a quality as 
to make a good cement " ' " '

Before laying, it shall be heated,- by 


dry. hoat, In properly prepared kettles to 'a 
temperature of at least two hundred and 
fifty (250) degrees Fahr,,. and not' to ex- 
ceed In 'any case a tomperatu'ro of -three 
hundred and fifty (350) ' degrees Fahr. 
Any material 'overheated or" burnt' will be

etlll warm and plastic, the pavement must 
)c dusted with line Portland cement, and 
then be rolled with a roller of at least 
ten (10) tons weight, which rolling; must 
continue for not leas than five (B) hours 
for each ono thousand (1000) square yards 
of pavement laid, and then be closed to 
:ramc for at least three (3) days to allow 
'.or cooling and consolidating. 
In all bituminous work provided for In 


the 
specifications 
tho 
raw materials 


will be subjected at all times to Inspec- 
tion by the Street Superintendent or his 
authorized agent, and any material re- 
jected or condemned by tlm proper ofllcer 
shall bo Immediately and permanently re- 
moved from the work. 


SECTION IX. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENTS. 


Upon the foundation of concrete there 


shall be spread and constructed an as- 
phaltlc layer which shall be two inches 
X") in thickness after ultimate compres- 
sion, and shall bo composed KB follows; 
Asphaltlc cement, ten to seventeen per 
cent (10 to 17%) by weight; sand (thor- 
oughly dried), eighty-eight to seventy-six 
per cent (88 to 76 per ct.) by weight; Im- 
palpable powder of limestone, live to lif- 
:e«n per cent (5 to 15 per <;t.) by weight. 
The proportions of asp.haltlo cement, sand 
and 
limestone powder shall be such 


that, 
after 
tho 
asphaltlc 
pave- 


ment 
layer 
has 
received 
Its 
ut- 


most compression, tho voids between 
the particles of sand shall bo completely 
fllled up with asphalt., and no moro as- 
phalt shall bo present than may be nec- 
essary to secure this result. 


All aaphaltlc cement used shall bo com- 


posed of either refined Bermuda or Trln- 
dad Lake asphalt, or a refined natural 
•olid California asphalt or other equally 
good asphalt, each of which shall bo at 
east elshty-dvo per cent ($5 per ct.) pure, 
and bo mixed with a retlnud natural liq- 
uid California asphalt, no less than nine- 
ty-sevon per cent (97 per ct,) pure, and It 
shall be free from all di-leterious sub- 
stances, 3uch as non-bituminous organic 
matter, soluble salts and loam. It shall 
not bo the residue obtained from tho arti- 
ficial distillation of'coa.1, coal tar or petro- 
leum oils. It shall be of cvun and uniform 
composition, and shall contain nothing 
:hat will vaporize under a temperature of 
throe hundred (300) degree" Fahr., under 
ordinary treatment. Its contained as- 
phalt shall be of a permanent and cement- 
tlous nature, suitable In all respects to 
make upon proper admixture with re- 
fined natural liquid asphalt, a durable and 
satisfactory cement. 


The renned natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating In suitable ves- 
sels, and at a suitable temperature, a nat- 
ural liquid asphalt, no as to deprive It of 
all waters or oils vaporlzablo under a tem- 
perature of three hundred and llfty (330) 
degrees Fahr., and of all other Injurious 
substances and tho reflnlni; process shall 
je so conducted as In no wlso to Impair 
the valuable qualities of tho liquid as- 
phalt. It shall bo absolutely freo from ad- 
mixture with any compounds of paralllno 
or of coal tar, It shall bo of no less than 
ninety-seven per cent (07 per ct.) pure. 


The resulting asphaltlc cement shall bo 


Ireo from water, volatile oils and all other 
deleterious substances,, and Its contained 
asphalt shall In all respects be suitable to 
meet tho requirements of an adhesive and 
astlng cement and It shall In all respects 
tiavo tho temper and other qualities nec- 
essary to produce a pavement that shall 
not bo too soft In the summer nor too hard 
and brittle. In the winter. 


Tho sand shall be clean sharp sand, free 


from loam, mica, clay or other earthy Im- 
purities. On sifting it shall h«ve at least 
Ifteen per cent (IB per ct.) ox' material 
that will be caught on a forty (10) mosh 
per inch siove, twonty-nvo per cent (25 
!>cr ct) of material 
that 
will puss an 


ilghty (80) mesh per Inch sieve, ton per 
cent (10 per ct.) of which at least must 
pass a ono hundred (100) mesh per Incn 
siove. U tho sand to be used does not con- 
tain tho desired fine material, mineral 
duet unaffected by water may be used to 
nake up the deficiency. 
Tho sand and the asphaltlc cement shall 


)e heated In separate 
vessels to about 


three hundred (300) degress. Fahr. and In 
>o caso shall tho temperature be permit- 
:od to reach over three hundred and fifty 
[330) degrees Fahr. After being thus suit- 
ably heated the proper proportion of tho 
Imestone powder, cold, shall be added to 
the hot sand, and tho sand, limestone 
powder and the asphaltlc cement In tholr 
proper proportion shall then be mixed 
:ogother in a suitable power mixer so that 
every particle of sand shall bo thoroughly 
coated with a thin layer of asphaltlc ce- 
ment. 


The mixture shall then be brought on to 


tho street In suitable cartit, and shall be 
spread at a temperature el about two 
lundred and fifty (250) decrees Fahr. on 
:he foundation which has been previously 
prepared and cleaned of all rubbish, and 
which has thoroughly set and dried. 


Tho asphaltlo shall be uniformly spread 


with hot Iron rakes to such a depth that 
after receiving its ultimate compression 
:he finished asphaltlc layer- shall show a 
thickness of not loss than two Inches (2"j. 
After being spread tho mixture shall be 
Ironed and compressed with hot Iron roll- 
ers, weighing at least two hundred and 
fifty pounds (250 Ibs.) to the foot run, aftor 
which a small amount of hydraulic ce- 
ment shall be swept over It, and the whole 
thoroughly compressed by a steam roller 
weighing not less than two hundred and 
fifty pounds (250 Ibs.) to tho inch run, tho 
rolling to be continued for not loss than 
five (5) hours for every thousand (1000) 
square yards of surface. 


Special care shall be given to tho heat-

ture at a given temperature, without 
over heating or burning, and tho asphnlllc 
mixture and tho materials contained 
therein shall be at all times subjected to 
Inspection 
by tho

Streets or his Inspector. 
The resulting 


pavement shall 
show on

smooth surface, true to j.;radc and olil- 
clal cross-section, and freu trom all hol- 
lows and inequalities. 


SECTION X. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT ON CEMENT 


CONCRETE BASE WITH BINDER 
COURSE. 
The concrete shall conform In all re- 


spects to that specified In Section 7 for 
concrete foundation excepting that it 
shall be five Inches (5") thick Instead of 
six inches (0"). The wearing surface or 
asphalt pavement shall conforn.! In all re- 
spects" to Section 9, only that W shall bo 
one and one-half Inches 0'/4") !i.'stead of 
two Inches (2") thick. 


The contractor shall not enter L-pon a 


concrete base or foundation in order to 
lay the binder course until in the opinion 
of the Superintendent of Streets, It .^ias 
obtained sufficient strength for such pur- 
pose.

"If I were a girl, I would be glad to 


be a ffli'l," said Dr. Kummer at the 
Kiist 
M 
G Church yesterday. 
"I 


would bo content to be a girl, ajid T 
would not try to be a boy, to dtess 
lllcc a boy and especially to act like 
one. that is a rude, coarse boy. In my 
mauneis, diesi and spirit I would al- 
waj i be a womanly girl. I uaw some 
bright girls go past rny home the oth- 
er day, and 1 had to look twice before 
I could loll whether they were boys or 
girls; jaunty hats, boys' shirt waists 
and neckties, bicycle skirts, and loud 
ve>lces made the-ae girls seem more like 
boys than girls, and I wondered if they 
were dissatisfied with balng little wo- 
men, Remember, 
girls, that you are 


little women, ar*d always, wherever you 
aie, have the refinement of manners, 
tho courtesy of conduct, t.he purity and 
sweetness that we look for In girls. 


"If I wore a glil, I would bo satisfied 


with my own home, my parents, my 
brothers and slate-rs, and with, the du- 
ties and Indn^tri-b of my home. Yea, if 
I were a fflrl and had good parents 
and a comfortable home, I would thank 
Clod for it, and try to make It beauti- 
ful, pleasant and attractive In every 
way I possibly could. I would hold a 
Christian home as the highest ideal of 
llto on this earth. If I wore a girl and 
needed to earn my own living, 1 would 
undertake, with a brave, sroeet spirit, 
tho best work t could find, and do It 
with all my heart, and I would most

a lovely home. These accomplishments 
will never come amiss, and they are a 
sort of athletics that girls are likely 
to forget, or to turn over to mamma In 
these days of lawn tennis, croquet and 
basket ball. But there are other'In- 
dustries that belong to the home, and to 
which a more profitable turn can be 
give lessons on the piano-forte, you will 
gave lessons on the piana-forte, or on 
some other musical Instiument,—that 
means many hours of toilsome practice 
In the home. Perhaps you have a fond- 
ness for drawing-, or painting, or for 
vocal music. Why not make yourself 
the master of these arts, or of one of 
them, so that later on, you may teach 
them?

I would 
be brave. I would trust God I •« ould 
stay 
close to Him in my thoughts, 


prayers, and deeds. I would retain my 
womanly nature and rellnement. God 
made the boys for men, and the girls 
for 
women,—that T would remember, 
and I would be tiue to my heavenly 
type. God always will help a gnrl like 
tihat; she will find a place always, and 
friends and money 
T11B 
HEAD, THIS HEART, THE 


HAND. 


"If I were a ijlrl, I would try to get 


a good education, and on a bioad basis. 
We used to talk about the three/ KB in 
education, Readln' 'llltin' and 'RKhme- 
tic,.but now wo talk about the three 
Hs, that is an education for the head, 
the hand and the hcort. That is the 
kind of education you need, my girl. 
The 
High School and College, while 


vory helpful are not indlpponslble; you 
may make youtsclt the master of some- 
thing without them. But, if possible, 
go to school, and bo sure to iinprove 
your time every day, for the statistics 
shosv that a veiy large per cent of 
those who attend school, never siadu- 
ate; so you !iave no time for idleness 
and frivolity 
Study haid, for bome- 
thlng may happen to cut short your 
school life. I am sorry to know that 
mary girls Jufct flitter away their time 
in school. They think more about par- 
ties, dances, theatres and guinea than 
they do about histoiy, algebra, rhetoric 
and the other studies they are pursu- 
ing. Many other prlrls will never take 
an education, and the sooner these are 
take out of school and taught to woik, 
tho better for them. 
"Again, if I wore a girl and could not 


attend 
the hii,'h school or college, I 


would still romornber the three Hs—tho 
head, the hand and tho heart. If I had 
dlfl'eulty with the head, 1 would make 
sure of the other Hs—the nand and the 
heart. As I have already hinted, an 
education 
la 
possible without 
the 


schools. Many young people of both 
sexes have a better practical educa- 
tion who arc not graduate's than many 
others 
iwho have diplomas from the 


schools. If I were a girl, I would read 
good books, I would lake up some spec- 
ial study and masjter It so that I could 
teaoh it to others, I would cultivate tho 
accjualntance of those whe were inter- 
ested In the samo things. How many, 
girls are light and frivolous. They talk 
about nothing but having a good time. 
The reason they talk about nothing 
else, Is that they Know notht'ngf else. 
Such girls soon become tiresome; they 
are tedious to lhom&cilve& and to more 
earnest girls. If 1 were a girl I would

ALWAYS LATJB. 


"There are some other matters of Im- 


portance. If I were a glil, I would be 
punctual. Being late at meals, late at 
chuich, late at school, late in mooting 
engagements, makes friction ami trou- 
ble; some girls aie fussy, always in a 
hurry but always late. Other girls are 
never in a hurry, but always ready; 
they arc as methodical and .systematic 
aa the planets In their orbits, and tlwy 
are the delight oi their teachers and 
parents. 


"If T were a girl I would never make 


an unkind remark about otlher girls. A 
gril who talks unkindly about other 
Shi who talks unkindly about other 
for such a girl never makes an agree- 
able companion for the Journey of life. 
Remember, In your speech and conduct 
the Golelen Rule. Re-member, too, that 
true courtesy antl kindness are more 
winsome than u. pretty face. Beauty la 
only skin deep, is oi,ly a little of na- 
tuie's veneening, wnlle moral beauty is 
as 4eeP as character, and can never 
be effaced by the hand ol time or sor- 
row. 


"If I were a girl I would take good 
care 
of my health by living out of 


doors as much as possible, by taking 
long walks and rides in the sunshine, 
by bathing and exorcise. 
I was very 


fond 
of seeing the English girls In 


their walking suits, and with thflr Al- 
pine stocks walking all over their lovely 
Island, merry ISngland. 


"Then very early In life, if I were a

CHRIST'S RELIGION. 


"Eut It was something else also. It 


was a deposit of the faith handed down 
to the Christian ages as a trust. In talk- 
ing aoout Christ's 
religion, 
people 


Is not only descriptive tout possessive. 
It not only tells us what kind of a re- 
ligion it Is, tout who Is the author of it 
and owner. 
Pec>pie seemed to regard 


the Christian religion as a. kind of pub- 
lic property to do what they willed 
wKh. It is, public property but only 
puTillc in the sense that a city park is. 
It >ls to 'be kept 'for the use of all. No 
man or body of men have a right to 
camp on it or to &eg-giegate It to their 
own use. Thie old creed of Chrls.ten- 
dom Is the patent or copyright afflxe- 
to the religion of Jesus from the 'be- 
ginning. It Is a 
declaration and a 
protest. It declares that Christ's- re- 
ligion was His arfl unalterable. It 1s 
a protest against that religion as re- 
vised by John Palvln, -watered by So- 
clmes, diluted -byUnitarianism or am- 
plified "by modern Komanism 
The 
Episcopal Church was narrow then, If 
narrowness consisted in declaring that 
all the articles 
ofi faith were to be 


found in tlhis old creed, without sub- 
stractions or additions. 
The creed," 
he continued, "was a trust " Here the 
speaker alluded to the fact that wlhat 
was called and called itself "liberalism" 
in religion -was very popular. 
But 
when It comes to ibeing liberal wltfh 
what does not belong to us, grave con- 
sequences followed, 
a Chicago 
inci- 
dence being very much In point. To be 
"llitaeral" 'Wit'h the lellgion ot Jesus 
Christ, was to be lilbera' with a trust 
and wa-s a good deal 'like spending free- 
ly on ourselves or trying to corner the 
market with trust funds. Here for In- 
stance were men, who were ready to 
turn on you and say, "How narrow you 
are' Do you not know that the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ has "been 
re- 


vamped and restated and made over 
again''" The only reply was, "When 
Jesus Christ Himself tells me that He 
has made over his religion, or hib di- 
vinely commlbsionefl Mrs. Eddy of Bos- 
ton, or some one else, to restate it for 
Him, it would be high itlmo to believe 
It!" 


AS HEGATIDS NABIROWNESS. - 
"Then again, there were those who 


wou'ld approach you (torn the opposite 
direction and say, "How narrow you 
aie? We too 'believe 4n the old creed 
as far as it goes and we have itt In oui 
missal.

"Dr. Ritchie, rector of St. Paul's

Judge Fxiok has T>rousht the promis- 


ed suit against G. "W. McN«ar the 
"wheat king" and P. E. Bowles, presi- 
dent of the Fdrst National Bank of 
Oakland. The amount as-ked is $5.000. 
The j>a.pers were filed with the Coun- 
ty Clerk tihis afternoon. 


The complaint is briel and formal 


and does mot -enter into the merits of 
th« case. It simply recites that the 
iplaintifC 6s a member of the firm of 
Frick & Goodcell, that between Jan- 
uary 1st and' April 1, 1897, he rendered 
services a.t the special instance a/nd re- 
quest of P. E. Bowles and G. "W. ..Ic- 
N«ar and that the services -were rea- 
sonably worth the sum of 45,000. 


.The history o£ t-he case is an In- 


teresting one and involves the protec- 
tion, of the vast -wharfage 
interests 


controlled tiy Mr. MeN-ear. Under the 
law that existed prior to 1893 persons 
desiring franchises- for wharves, chutes 
or piers applied to the Boards of Sup- 
ervisors', of their respective counties. 
The Supervisors bad the power to ils- 
sue the franchises .for terms not to ex- 
ceed twenty years, retaining; the ri£ht 
to fix tolls, etc. 


Under tfliat law McNeair and his rep- 


resentatives, Goodall, Perkins -& Co. 
a,nd others who used wharves, o'btain- 
«d itwenty year franchises. In 1893 the 
Legislature passed an act which pro- 
vided1 for the sale ol railToad, -tele- 
graph, telephone -and all other fran- 
chises to the highest Wdder. 


Now as Mr.-McNear's franchises un- 


der the twenty-year law were about to 
expire his interests were in a ticklish 
position. Anyone under the new -law 
would be able to bid for the wharves 
he occupied and If McNear were out- 
bid he would either lose or have to re- 
move his improvements. "With BO much, 
property at stake, he therefore sought 
'a means of protecting It. 


The last Legislature presented a so- 


lution to the difficulty. A bill was pas- 
sed amending the Act of 1893 relating 
to the sale of franchises by excepting 
renewals of franchises for -wharves, 
chutes and piers. It - got through the 
Leg-lslature in good season, was approv- 
ed by the Governor and is now a. law, 
It is for the passage of this bill that 
Judge Frick demands the .$5,000. He 
says he handled it at Sacramento at 
the special instance of Messrs. Bowles 
and McNear and spent a great portion 
of his .time at the Capitol In Its Inter- 
ests, 
remaining there In fact almost 


throughout the entire session. 


' 
MR. BOWLES SURPRISED. 


Mr.. Bowles was somewhat surprised 


when told by a'Tribune man this aftnr- 
noon that the suit had been commenced. 
Although It had been announced In the 
morning 
papers that such an action 


was about to be taken he evidently did 
not anticipate It. 


Mr. Bowles did not -want to be Inter- 


viewed on the matter at all. After cas- 
ually remarking that Mr. Frick must 
be a very valuable man. he hesitated to 
proceed further, but when asked as to 
the nature of the services performed 
for him, implied that'he did not con- 
sider any had been rendered. 


The Chronicle this morning had cred-

The same evening she was taken vio- 
lently ill. At first she sustained a chill 
and trembled violently. Her limbs be- 
came numb, and vomiting followed. 
Her daughters also complained of the 
berries causing them to feel 111. 


Mrs. 
Boysen's daughter, Mrs. Mattie 
Lindberg, who lives at 837 Thirty-third 
street, ate of the berries Friday after- 
noon, and Saturday afternoon was seiz- 
ed -with violent crampa, exhibiting the 
same symptoms as In Mrs. Boysen's 
case.

The berries were of the Australian 
kind, large and whitish-green, but. ripe. 
As the family ate nothing else that 


Is unusual in their daily diet, the straw- 
berries, they say, must be blamed for 
their illness.

While many eases .have been brought 
to the attention of the doctors, the 
names of-the patients were withheld 
for the reason It is said'that while the 
patients suffered considerable pain, yet 
the doctors claimed death would not re- 
sult in any instance.

District Attorney Snook prepared and 
presented the following opinion to the 
Supervisors today, relative to the .du- 
ties of tne comity In the care of insane 
>atients under the new law: 
"Your Hospital Committee has sub- 


mitted several questions to me relative 
o the new law pertaining to the insane 
and I will answer them by advising 
what the duty of the Board of Super- 


isors Is in the premises. 
"Under Section I, Article III of the 


Act, 
It is necessary for the Board to 


prepare within sixty days after the 
passage of the Aot, to-wit, May 31st, 
iroper rooms in the Receiving Hospital 
or tho detention, board, care and treat- 
ment of t!h« alleged insane; said rooms 
and the furnishing' of the same to be 
subject to the approval of the Stats 
unacy 
Commission, and i append 


i«reto.a circular letter issued by the 
General Superintendent ol the State 
Hospitals for the insane. 


"The'law provides that it shall be the 
duty of any person having charge of 
'he Receiving Hospital, to allow the 
lunacy 
Commission at all time* to 
niaka sucth examin&tion or Investiga.- 
ion of such rooms and their furriish- 
ng as they In their judgment deem 
jest. 
, 
.NEED A KEEPER. 


"As to whether or not a. keeper Is 


necessary, that matter is necessarily In 
he discretion of the Board of Supervis- 
ors. The period of detention of the In- 
sane shall not, under the law, be less 
han one, nor more than twenty days, 
and it would eeem to me that the em- 
ployment of such keeper or attendant 
vould depend entirely upon the ques- 
lon, whether or not there is now suf- 
Icient help in the Receiving Hospital 
to. properly care for said alleged in- 
ano during the necessary period of da- 
entlon as provided by law. 
- 
"The Lunacy Commission may, how- 
ever, direct that any person it deems 
unsuitable therefor shall not be so cm- 
ployed as such attendant'. 
"It is provided In section S of article III 


if the law that -any person apparently In- 
ane, 
conducting himself in a manner in 


which in a, sane person would be disor- 
derly may be taken into custody by a 
peace officer and confined, as provided for 
n this .act. That Is to say, in- the place 
>rovlded for such detention by the Board 
if Supervisors. 


MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 


"Officers taking: such person into cus- 
ody shall immediately notify two of the 
medical examiners who have been there- 
ofore appointed by the Judges of tho Su- 
perior Court as such, and who have re- 
ceived their certificates to so act, and 
that such medical examiners shall take 
proper measures as they may deem neces- 
sary for the determination of the ques- 
tion of the sanity of euch person, and 
hat auoh medical examiners shall singly 
>r jointly make. such' examination of the 
person alleged to be Insane as to enable 
hem to form an opinion as to his' sanity 
or insanity. 
. 


'If after such examination they con- 


clude that a person is insane, they shall 
ointly so certify, tho day of such certifl- 
cate being not later than the fifth day of 
tho alleged Insane person's detention. The 
form of such certificate is provided by 
aw. . . . 


THE COUNTY'S DUTY. 


"It would seem that the duties of the 


Receiving Hospital officials, would be but 
to maintain and care for the alleged in- 
sane person during the time necessary to 
determine his sanity, and that tne duty 
of notifying the relatives and friends 
would devolve upon any peace officer of 
:he county. 
. 
. . 


"Section 7, article III, of the- act pro- 
vides that all peace officers and other per- 
sons having duties relating to the Insane 
poor uire charged with the duty of seeing 
:hcc all poor and indigent insane persons 
within their respective municipalities are 
speedily granted the relief conferred by 
this chapter, and when so ordered by a 
Superior Judge as herein provided,- or by 
:he commission, shall -see that.-they are 
without unnecessary-delay transferred-to 
the proper State hospitals provided for 
their care and treatment as wards of tho 
State.- . . .

' MUST PAY EXPENSES, ' 


"Section 5 of article III of the: act pro- 


vides that the cost Incurred In determin- 
ing the insanity of a poor and'indigent 
person and securing his admission Into a 
State hospital, and the expenses of pro- 
viding the proper clothing for- such per- 
son according to the rules and regulations 
adopted by such commission, shall be 
charge upon the town, city, county or city 
and 
county 
securing 
the 
commit- 


ment. . . . ' 
It Is apparent from a reading of the law 


that it is the duty of the person deputed 
by the Board of Supervisors to take 
charge of the Receiving Hospital to re- 
ceive, care for and detain any alleged 
insane person whose commitment to the 
hospital for the Insane is sought to be se- 
cured by a town or city, and the cost and 
expense of such care and detention are to 
be borne by the town or city so securing 
such commitment, to be collected by th- 
county maintaining amd. officering tsuch 
hospital and rooms for the Insane M the 
Board of Supervisors, in conjunction with 
the authorities of such town or city, may 
determine, and in other cases the costs 
are to be borne by the county as a matter 
of course."

Mrs. Alice Lee Stratton, -wife of State 


Senator Fred 8. Stratton, died suddenly 
yesterday morning at the family resi- 
dence, 1301 Harrison street. 


Mrs. Stratton had been In poor health 


for some time. Recently she appeared to 
be gaining In strength, and It was1 be- 
lieved that she would soon be well again. 


Yesterday she underwent a serious op- 


eration. She rallied afterwards, and It 
was hoped that the crisis had been passed. 
Then came a weakness of the heart, and 
In a few hours she waa dead. 


Mrs. Stratton was one of the most prom- 


inent women in this city; and hex popular- 
ity was unbounded. 


She was born In San Francisco thirty- 


six years ago, and was the daughter of 
the late Henry Lee and Mrs. Harriet Lee, 
both prominently Identified with educa- 
tional Interests in California. 


She was reared In Oakland, and at the 


age of 15 graduated from the Oakland 
High school as the valedictorian of her 
class. 


She was an attendant at the University 


of California, where her brilliancy soon at- 
tracted the attention of the professors. 


In her girlhood she was surrounded by 
usuries. When financial reverses came to 
tier family she qualified herself as a 
teacher and taught In the schools at EIko, 
Nev., a-nd later in this city. 


In ISSi she was married to Frederick S. 
Stratton, with whom she had been a 
classmate In the High school. Her en- 
couragement, her cleverness, her quick 
sympathy, aided him greatly in attaining 
tus present position of social, political ana. 
financial prominence. 


She leaves one child, Cornelia, a bright 
girl of & years. 


Mrs. Stratton was a leader In the best 
social life of Oakland. Clever, -tactful, 
original, sha was much sought after, and 
her home was a Rendezvous for the most 
brilliant leaders in society.' She was an 
active worker In the Ebell Club, and did 
much to make that organization a success 
from both the literary and social stand- 
point. 


She was an accomplished musician and 
pbssesscd a rich, sweet voice It was due 
to her efforts that Oakland society awoke 
from its lethargy in regard to musical 
matters. She was a pioneer in the organi- 
zation of musical clubs, and was for 
long time the president of the Friday 
Morning Club, which was composed of 
many of the most prominent ladles In this 
city. The success of the club was largely 
due to the energy and resourcefulness of 
Mrs. Stratton. 


She was interested in many of the char- 
itable Institutions, as her generosity waa 
unbounded, and she keenly sympathized 
with the poor and unfortunate. As sec- 
retary of the Board of Directors of the 
Old Ladiea' and Children's Home at Tem- 
escal, she gave material assistance to that 
Institution. A year ago, when the finan- 
cial affairs of the home appeared to be dis- 
couraging, it waa Mrs. Stratton who 
came to the rescue and who made ways 
to increase the revenue of the Institu- 
tion. 


She was deeply interested In the free 


kindergarten and other benevolent Insti- 
tutions. Sf e was a leader in the Flrqt 
Congt egattonal Church, and accomplished 
much towards upbuilding and widening 
the scope of the church. 


She entertained lavishly, and her hand- 


some home was thrown open to entertain 
many of the distinguished visitors to the 
Athf-ns of the Pacific. 


ne mourning over the demise of this 


noble woman Is very sincere and heartfelt. 
She was beloved by all who came In con- 
tact with her sweet personality, her gra- 
cious womanliness and her 
unselfish 
thoughtfulness Her friends are not con- 
fined to any one station in life, but there 
are many eyes dimmed among the poor 
as well as the rich, each and all of whom 
have been bettered by contact with her 
kindliness. 


Besides her husband and daughter, Mrs. 


Stiatton la survived by her mother, Mrs. 
Harriet Lee of Berkeley, one aister, Miss 
Elsie Lee, wliO Is at present absent from 
the city on a visit to Chicago, and three 
brothel s, Dr. Arthur Lee, Charles Lee and 
Ralph Lee The latter two are residents 
of Portland. 


The funeral will take place tomorrow 


afternoon 
There will be services at the 
First Congregational Church at 2 o'clock, 
conducted by Rev Dr. J. K. McLean. The 
interment will be private.

OKBINANCB No —An Ordlnance( declar- 
ing and determining the general specifica- 
tions for improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oakland. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city 


of Oakland as follows. 


SECTION L 


SPECIFICATIONS -FOR IMPBOVINa 


A3STD PAVING BUSINESS STREETS 
The general specifications for paving 
and improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland, which shall include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts and 
pacing with asphalt, wood clocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of said 
business 


streets of the city of Oakland, shall be and 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
and declared to be as set forth herein, and 
the same shall be the specifications for 
ancl all work of improving or paving said 
business streets of the city of Oakland and 
all -work shall be done under and in ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unless 
otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
mined by City Council 


SECTION IL 


Pavements on business street* shall in 


all cases consist of a concrete foundation 
at leas,t six (fc) Inches thick covered with a 
•» earing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed as 
hereinafter specified. 


SECTION IIL 


GRADING. 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


the concrete foundation, shall be brought 
to a sub-grade equaling- in depth below the 
finished pavement the thickness of the 
foundation and pavement, and shall be fin- 
ished so as to be parallel >with and in 
every way made to conform to the sur- 
face of the finished pavement, and this Is 
to be done as follows 


The excavation shall first be made three 


(S) inches above the sub-grade, then s 
roller fveighing not less than two hundred 
and fifty pounds (250 Ibs) per linear inch 
shall pass o\er the same till the material 
is compressed to a depth of six inches (6"), 
that being the test after which the rolled 
surface shall be dressed flown to or filled 
up with material of the roadbed to the 
surface of the sub-grade, £,nd again rolled 
until it shall be true, compact and smooth 
to the proper sub-grade 


All places that cannot be reached by the 


roller must be tamped and made as solid 
as if rolled 


Any materials impracticable to consoli- 


date as above specified shall be removed 
to a depth of six Inches (6") below sub- 
grade and sand or gravel substituted 
therefor to a depth of nine inches (9">, 
thoroughly rolled and finished In every 
way as above specified for the roadbed.

CURBING. 


Curbs on business streets shall be of 


hard, gray granite, uniform in color and 
texture, free from cracks or surface 
seams, to be not less than five feet (6 ft) 
long, sixteen Inches <16") deep, six inches 
(6") wide on the top. The bed of the curb 
must average not less than seven inches 
(7'0 


The top surface and face or street side 


to a depth of eight Inches (S") from the 
top. dressed (equal to a. six (0) cut patent 
hamirer) and below this for seven inches 
(7") or thirteen inches (13") from the top, 
dressed so that similarly dressed stone 
laid against it will not have a joint ex- 
ceeding one-half of an Inch (%")• 


On the inside or side walk a chisel draft 


cut one Inch (1") wide from the top edge. 
The dressing on top face and the chisel 
draft snail be true to line and surface, and 
at right angles. 


The ends of the stone to be dressed so 


that when laid stone to stone the Joints

Circular curbs will conform in all re- 


spects to the specifications for straight 
curbs except that It will be cut to the re- 
quired radius the ends cut on radial lines 
and in lengths and other details shown on 
plans on file with the City Clerk. 


The stone shall be Imbedded In at least 


six inches (G") of sand and be placed true 
to line and grade and backed with sand or 
sand loam, and tamped solid.

GUTTERS. 


The stone for gutters on business streets 


to be basalt or hard, gray granite blocks, 
uniform in texture, free from cracks or 
surface seams. 


The blocks to be not less than eight 


inches (8") noi more than twelve inches 
(12") long, not less than four Inches (4") 
nor more than five inches (5 0 wide, 
not less than six Inches (6") nor more than 
seven inches (7") deep. 


All blocks shall be sufficiently dressed to 


present smooth rectangular faces with 
straight edges on top, bottom and sides, 
so as to be laid with half inch (%") 
loints 


The blocks shall be placed upon a foun- 


dation of Portland cement concrete four 
nches (4") thick, which shall first be cov- 
ered with a cushion of Portland cement

The sub-grade shall in all cases be pre- 


pared for the concrete foundation by com- 
plying with Section 3 of this Ord nance. 


When laid, the gutters shall be swept 


clean of all dirt and rubbish, and the 
spaces between the blocks shall be ab- 
solutely free and clear from all dirt of any 
description Portland cement grout in the 
proportion of one (1) part cement and two 
(2) parts clean sharp sand shall then be 
poured over the gutters previously wet- 
ted, and broomed into spaces between the 
blocks until all of said spaces are thor- 
oughly filled.

CULVERTS.. 


Street surface drainage culverts shall be 


of cast iron and concrete of the design and 
dimensions shown on the plan for the 
work on file with the City Clerk 


The Iron to be of gray iron, of uniform 


color and structure, with medium grain, 
sharp, bright fracture, tough texture, and 
a low percentage of graphite 


It shall be clear and free from sand sco- 
ria coal shots, blow holes, blister or other 
injurious defects. 
Tests for toughness will be a blow from 


a four-pound (4 Ib) hammer which shall 
produce an Indentation on a rectangular 
edge of the casting without flaking the 
metal 
It shall have a smooth surface and be 


coated inside and out with a double coat- 
ing of parafflnc paint.

The cement and dry sand In the propor- 
tion above specified shall be thoroughly 
mixed b> being turned over with shovels 
at least twice, then evenly spread over the 
proper proportion of broken stone, the 
broken stone being first wetted and the 
whole turned over with shovels twice. A 
fine spray of water shall then be turned on 
while the mass is again being turned over 
with shovels until the whole mass is thor-

Any evidence of lack of compaction shall

If required, the surface 


of the concrete shall be gone over by the 
contractor after ramming and any Ine- 
qualities or voids filled with mortar 


If, at any time, for any violations of the 


preceding specifications, 
any hydraulic 


concrete should. In the opinion of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, prove, in any por- 
tion or entirely inferior, it shall be re- 
moved by the contractor within twenty- 
four (24) hours after being notified by the 
Supei Intehdent of Streets at the contrac- 
tor's expense, and if not removed the cost 
oi removing shall be charged to the con- 
tractor or contractors, and deducted from 
any money due tha said contractor or 
contractors. 


All concrete provided for in these spec-

ASPHALT CONCRETE. 


The asphalt shall be in the proportion of 


one (1) 'part coarse sand or fine gravel, 
two (2) parts of fine, clean, sharp sand, 
and four (4) parts of clean, hard crushed 
stone of a size that will pass through a 
one and a half inch (!%") ring, and re- 
fined asphaltum In the proportion of ten 
pounds (10 Ibs ) of asphaltum to each 
three and one-half cubic feet (314 cu.

The sand, rock and gravel shall be

The refined asphalt shall be at least 


ninety per cent pure (90%), and shall 
be applied to the mixture of sand, rock 
and gravel gradually, the mass being 
turned constantly by hand or machine 
mixer during the application, so that each 
stone and particle of sand and gravel will 
become thoroughly coated with the as- 
phalt Any of the materials in the mix-

TVhen thoroughly mixed, the concrete,

SECTION 


BITUMINOUS ROCK PAVEMENTS. 
Upon the foundation of the concrete 


there shall be spread a layer of bitumin- 
ous rock which stall be two Inches (2") 
In thickness when finished and which shall 
be prepared and laid in the following man- 
ner. 


Che bituminous rock shall be of the beet 


quality, and shall not contain less than 
twelve per cent (12%) and not more than 
seventeen per cent (17%) of bitumen 
The 


bitumen must b* hard, firm and elastic, 
and it shall not vaporise below a- temper- 
ature of two hundred and fifty (250) de- 
grees Fahr 
It shall ^b* free from all 
coarse sand, "clay or vegetable matter, and 
of medium degree of hardness, tempered 
to proper degree of hardness with from 
eight (?) to lifteen (15) per cent of pow- 
dered limestone and of such a quality as 
to make a good cement; 


Before laying^ it shall be heated by a 


dry heat, in properly prepared kettles to a 
temperature of at least two bundled and 
fifty (230) degrees Fahr., and not to ex- 
ceed in any case a temperature of three 
hundred anfl fifty (350) degree* Fahr. 
Any material overheated or burnt will be 
rejected.

for cooling and consolidating. 


In all bituminous work provided for in

shall be immediately and permanently re- 
moved from the work. 


SECTION IX. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENTS. 


Upon the foundation of concrete there 


shall be spread and constructed an as- 
phaltic layer which shall be two inches 
(2") In thickness after ultimate compres- 
sion, and shall be composed as follows 
Asphaltic cement, ten to seventeen per 
cent (10 to 17%) by weight, sand (thor- 
oughly dned), eighty-eight to seventy-six 
per cent (88 to 76 per ct) by weight; Im- 
palpable powder of limestone, five to fif- 
teen per cent (5 to 15 per ct) by weight. 
The proportions of asphaltic cement, sand 
and limestone powder shall be such

most compression, the voids between 
:he particles of sand shall be completely 
filled up with asphalt, and no more as- 
phalt shall be present than may be nec- 
essary to secure this result. 


All asphaltic cement used shall be com- 
josed of either refined Bermuda or Trln- 
dad Lake asphalt, or a refined natural 
•olid California asphalt or other equally 
good asphalt, each of which shall be at 
east eighty-five per cent (85 per ct.) pure, 
and be mixed with a refined natural llq 
uld California asphalt, no lets than nine- 
ty-se-v en per cent (97 per ct ) pure, and it 
shall be free from all deleterious sub- 
stances, such as non-bituminous organic 
matter, soluble salts and loam. It shall 
not be the residue obtained from the arti- 
Jcial distlllatior of'coai, coal tar or petro- 
eum oils It shall be of even and uniform 
composition, and shall contain no thine 
;hat will vaporize under a temperature of 
three hundred (300) degrees Fahr, under 
ordinary treatment 
Its contained as- 


phalt shall be of a permanent and cement- 
.tlous nature, suitable In all respects to 
make upon proper admixture with re- 
fined natural liquid asphalt, a durable and 
satisfactory cement. 


The refined natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating In suitable ves- 
sels, and at a suitable temperature, a nat- 
ural liquid asphalt, so as to deprive It of 
all waters or oils vaporizable under a tem- 
perature of three hundred and fifty (350) 
degrees Fahr, and of all other injurious 
substances and the refining process shall 
3e so conducted as in no wise to Impair 
the valuable qualities of the liquid as- 
phalt. It shall be absolutely free from ad- 
mixture with any compounds of parafflne 
or of coal tar, it shall be of no less than 
ninety-seven per cent (97 per ct) pure. 


The resulting asphaltic cement shall be 
'ree from water, volatile oils and all other 
deleterious substances, and its contained 
asphalt shall in all respects be suitable to 
meet the requirements of an adhesive and 
astlng cement and it shall in all respects 
have the temper and other qualities nec- 
essary to produce a pavement that shall 
not be too soft in the summer nor too hard 
and brittle, in the winter. 


The sand shall be clean sharp sand, free 


from loam, mica, clay or other earthy im- 
purities. On gifting it shall have at least 
Ifteen per cent (15 per ct.) ol material 
;hat will be caught on a forty (40) mesh 
per inch sieve, twenty-five per cent (25 
per et) of material that will pass an 
eighty (80) mesh per Inch sieve, ten per 
cent (10 per ct.) of which at least must 
pass a one hundred (100) mesh per incn

The sand and the aspbaltlc cement shall 


be heated In separate vessels to about

After being thus suit- 
ably heated the proper propoition of the 
imestone powder, cold, shall be added to

Tahr on 
the foundation which has been previously 
prepared and cleaned of all rufiblsli, and 
which has thoroughly set and dried. 
The asphaltic shall be uniformly spread 


with hot iron rakes to such a depth that 
after lecelvlng Its ultimate compression 
the finished asphaltic layer shall show a 
thickness of not less than two inches (2") 
After being spread the mixture shall be 
Toned and compressed with hot Iron roll- 
ers, weighing at least two hundred and 
fifty pounds (250 Ibs.) to the foot run, after 
which a small amount of hydraulic ce- 
ment shall be swept over it, and the whole 
thoroughly compressed by a steam roller 
•weighing not leas than two hundred and 
fifty pounds (250 Ibs) to the inch run, the 
rolling to be continued for not less than 
flve (5) hours for every thousand (1000) 
square yards of euiface.

smooth surface, true to grade and offi- 
cial cross-section, and free from all hol- 
lows and Inequalities. 


SECTION X. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT ON CEMENT

If 
narrowness consisted in declaring that 
all the articles of faith were to be

was called and cailled itself "liberalism ' 
in religion was very popular

She regards the office of 
the prea'cfher as both prophetical and 
authoritative and would not set fcej 
ImpraTratur to an} teaching that she 
could not direct and control 
Second, 
she had (her own rule for what con- 
stituted an ordampd preacher—a rule 
universally observed thro out the whole 
of Christendom prior to the reforma- 
tion and a rule obligatory also in mne- 
teen-twenti&t'hs of Christendom today 
The Protestant (bodies abandoned this 
rule at the reformation, the Anglican 
Church was very careful to preserve 
lit 
"When It came to the charge of 
excluslveness, then, in view of this 
ancient and well night universal rule 
of Episcopal ordliation an explana- 
tion -was rather in order from those 
who abandoned it, than from those 
who retained it Exclusiveness was on 
the side of the minority in the speakers 
Judgment.

>vorldly members I am not willing to 
denj worldliness In the church, nor do 
I approve of it. ' Ye cannot serve God 
and Mammon " There are many good 
and faithful men misunderstood or un- 
known in our day as there weie in the 
dajs of Elijahs despondency I have 
no controversy except with that which 
endangers jour soul and mine 
"Dr Ritchie, 
rector of St Paul's 
Church, Oakland, is reported to have 
said some things last Sunday which 
..night lead you to conclude that world- 
ly amusements, if engaged in by church 
members, are not necessarily worldly 
"I do not wish to be understood as 
saying no man can go to heaven who 
drinks intoxicants, or dances or goes to 
the thaater, 01 plays cards but I do say 
that the history observation and ex- 
perience of the past do not favor these 
as means of grace Nor do I wish you 
to believe that Gbd requires you to peril 
vour soul or that of another for any 
pleasure you might otherwise find in 
such questionable pastime 
From this 
text and many parallel passages I am 
led to think of Christianity ae a prin- 
ciple and not as an Invariable rule We 
flnd great latitude in the beatitudes' 
and most excellent beauty and person-
